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SAY THE LEADERS 


Congress Not Jammed 
More Than Usual. 


Great Interest in Meeting This 
Week of Democrats of New 
Ways and Means Committee, 
Who Will Name Rules Com- 


mittee. 


Washington, January 22.—When re- 
publican leaders in congress have been 
asked if there was likely to be an 
extra session because of the congested 
condition of the caldndars in both 
branches, and when.that question has 
been asked frequently within the last 
week, they invariably answer in the 
negative. They insist, in spite of the 
extra g@ession gossip, that the present 
short session is not jammed more than 
was the short session two years ago, 
so far as appropriation bills are con-° 
cerned. 

Comparison of the two sessions 
proves the truth of the leaders’ claims. 
Already the house has passed the In- 
dian, rivers and harbors. pensions, 
legislative, urgent deficiency and army 
appropriation bills, and is nearly 
through with the postoffice bill. Two 
years @go at this time the houge had 
passed only the pension, legislative, 
District of Columbia, and naval) Dilis. 
It is true the senate thus far has 
passed only the urgent deficiency bill, 
but two years ago at the same time 
only the legislative bill had been 
passed. 

Senate Léaders Not Disturbed. 

Senate leaders are not disturbed by 
the situation. Two years ago thirteen 
big appropriation bills were passed in 
the last four weeks of the session, 
and the republican leaders say that 
what has been done can be done again. 

Some senators believe there has been 
no particular effort to prevent con- 
gestion and that appropriation bills 
have been delayed to kil} off general 
legislation. It will surprise no one 
if members opposed to votes on the 
Lorimer case, the resolution providing 
for the election of senators by direct 
vote of the people, the tariff commis- 
sion bill and other controversia] mat- 
ters, should be victorious in their ef- 
fort. The ship subsidy bill Is being 
useg as a buffer and there are several 
treaty matters that may be brought in 
if needed to kil) time, 

Gossip among democratic members 
of the houge is directed toward the 
meeting called for next Friday night 
of the fourteen democrats of the new 
ways and means committee. {hese 
democrats wil} select the democratic 
members of a new rules committee 
and map out a campaign for the prepa- 
ration of tariff legislation. 

Henry to Head Rules Committee. 

It virtually is conceded that Repre- 
sentative Henry; of Texas, once a 
speakership candidate and a leading 
minority member of the judiciary com- 
mittee, will head the new rules com- 
mittee in succession of Dalzell. of 
Pennsylvania, the retiring republican 
chairman. The rules committee will 
not be enlarged, the change in the 
political complexion of the house leav- 
ing that committee with six democrats 
and four republicans instead of six re- 
publicans and four democrats as at 
present. 

Besides Chairman Henry, the demo- 
crats whose names have been brought 
forward in the conference over the 
rules committee personnel include 
Hardwick, of Georgia; Fitzgerald, of 
New York; Pou, of North Carolina; Lit- 
tleton, of New York; Garrett, of Ten- 
nessee; Wilson, of Pennsylvania, and 
Graham, of Illinois. 

Mr. Fitzgerald is a candidate for the 
chairmenshiz: of the appropriations 
committee, which may eliminate him 
from the rules commitee, of which he 
is now a minority member. Mr. Pou was 
on the ways and means committee, but 
gave way to Mr. Kitchin, of his own 
state. 

In the selection of chairmanships of 
committees, Chairman Underwood and 
his collegues on the ways and means 
committee, which is vested with t*at 
function under the action of the . 
cent catcus, will be guided bya nut. 
ber of considerations, mainly the pai 

cular qualification of members and 
of service. Seniority, how- 
ever, necessarily will be upset in many 
cases. Mr. Underwood ig non-commit- 
tal as to the probable make-up of 
committees, but says no names have 
been decided upon.

NEW AIR RECORD 
FOR ENDURANCE 


Great Feat by Parmalee 


at San Francisco. 


He Remained in Air 3 Hours 
39 Minutes and 451-5 Sec- 
onds, and Could Have Re- 
mained Longer---25,000 Per- 
sons Cheered Parmalee. 


San Francisco, January 22.—San 
Francisco’s aviation meet produced a 
new American endurance record today 
when Phillip O. Parmalee, piloting a 
Wright biplane, remained aloft for 3 
hours, 39 minutes and 49 1-5 seconds. 

The best previous endurance was 
that of A. L. Welch, of St. Louis, who 
established a record of 3 hours, 11 min- 
utes and 65 seconds. 

At Los Angeles the late Arch Hox- 
sey was credited with an unofficial 
record of 3 hours and 17 minutes. 

Cheered by Great Crowd. 

A crowd of more than 25,000 cheered 

the bird-man as he circled above, and 


when he finally descended he was given 
an ovation. Several enthusiasts, 
among them Eugene B. Ely, hoisted 
Parmalee on their shoulders and car- 
ried him in triumph to a stand in the 
middle of Selfridge Field, where Gen- 
eral Tasker H. Bliss, other army offi- 
cers and a host of women crowded 
about the aviator to extend congratu- 
lations. 

“tT could have remained up longer,” 
said Parmalee, “but my hands and feet 
became so numbed by the cold that f 
decided to come down after clinching 
the American record.” 

His long flight was uneventful. 
Once while sailing close to the San 
Bruno hills he dipped suddenly and 
sharply to force gasoline into his en- 
gines. 

Weather conditions were excellent 
today, though the bright sunshine did 
not wholly temper the air’s nipping 
touch. 

Ely, the daring Curtiss aviator, who 
landed on the deck of the cruiser Penn- 
sylvania last Thursday, was lionized 
by the army and navy today. With 
Major J. P. O’Neill in command of the 
field encampment and Catpain Pond, of 
the Pennsylvania, Ely reviewed the 


troops of the second battalion of the’ 


Thirtieth infantry and a detachment 
of bluejackets from the warship. Then 
followed the presentation to the avia- 
tor of the gold medal of the army. 

Ely Files to Tetrazzini. 

Immediately after this ceremony Ely 
went up in his biplane to deliver, on 
behalf of the aviation committee, an 
invitation to Mme. Louise Tetrazzini, 
the opera singer, to attend the meet- 
ing. 

Mme. Tetrazzini, according te.a pre- 
arranged plan, was waiting in an au- 
tomobile at the Engleside golf links, 
about 5 miles north of the aviation 
field. 

It was Ely’s intention to act as an 
aerial escort to the diva for the rest 
of the journey to Selfridge Field, but 
after re-ascending the aviator lost her 
automobile through the crush of other 
machines on the road. : 

The bird-man was waiting for her 
at the gate, however, when she drove 
up and escorted her to a-gaily deco- 
rated box in the center of the grand 
stand, where she was formally wel- 
comed by the aviation officials and 
army officials. 

Beautiful exhibition flights and mil- 
itary exercises kept the crowd keyed 
up to high interest through the after- 
noon. 

Lieutenant Myron S&S. Crissy, flying 
with Walter Brookins in a Wright bi- 
plane, experimented with dropping 
bombs, and Charles F. Willard, the 
Curtiss aviator, conducted further 
tests by sending messages by wireless. 

Brilliant Flight by Weymann.

Rebel Crew Cast Ashore. 

After Commander Davis seized the 
Hornet he cast the rebel crew ashore, 
manned her with American gunners 
and engineers and ordered her out of 
the inner harbor. 

The Hornet's recent movements up 
and down the coast were taken in the 
light of threatened hostilities against 
Honduras by Commander Davis. 

As soon as the Tacoma put into 
Truxillo, Commander Davis sent an 
officer bearing a message to General 
Bonilla and declaring his intention of 
taking charge of the vessel] in accord- 
ance with instructions from the Wash- 
Beton government to prevent bombard- 
ment of Honduran ports where Amert- 
can property was in peril. 

Bonilla answered in defiant manner 
and then Commander Davis seized the 
Hornet. 

Bontila’s Chief Asset. 

The gunboat has been considered Ro- 
nilla’s chief asset and it is not known 
what effect the seizure will have on 
his operations. Reports have reached 
here that for more than a week he 
has been mobilizing troops at Nucva 
Armenia 28 miles east of here, on the 
coast, preparatory to an attack on this 
place.

Washington Awaits Detaliis. 

Washington, January 22.—The re- 
port that the Hornet, General Bonilla’s 
revolutionary gunboat which has been 
promoting his cause along the coast 
of Honduras, had been boarded by a 
force from the American gunboat 
Tacoma, was confirmed in.a wireless 
dispatch received by the navy depart- 
ment today from Commander Cooper, 
of the United States steamship Ma- 
rietta. The state department is await- 
ing details in order to determine its 
future course of action. 

The attorney general is investigat- 
ing the question whether or not the 
Hornet has violated the neutrality of 
the United States, and pending the 
result of that inquiry the state de- 
partment announced that the vessel 
would not be permitted to commit any 
actual hostile act against the governp- 
ment of Honduras. 

The Hornet sailed from New Orleans 
ostensibly for Cape Gracias on the 
northeastern coast of Nicaragua. It 
has not been established where the 
vesse} received her guns, thus being 
converted into an instrument of war. 

Serious Blow to Bonjlla. 

New Orleans, La., January 22.—Thefe 
is a wide divergence of opinion among 
Central Americans here as to the ef- 
fect which the seizure of the revoltu- 
tionary gunboat Hornet will have upon 
the movement of Manvel Bonilla to re- 
gain the presidency of Honduras. All 
admit that the action of Commander 
Davis, of the Tacoma, is a serious biow 
to the revolutionists. 

A close adviser of the revolutionary 
leader caid tonight that while the seiz- 
ure of the Hornet woulda interfere 
with Bonillla’s plans, nothing except 
the actual intervention of the United 
States could now prevent the defeat of 
the Davila administratton. 

“You wilf hear of the fall of Cetba 
within the next two or rnree days,” 
he said, “and the war wil) rapidly Be 
pushed to the interior.’

FATE OF WOMAN 


SON DECIDED 


Arguments Begin in the 
Schenk Case Today. 
|. 


State Has Brought Out Dam- 
aging Evidence Against Wife 
of Millionaire--Defense Al- 
leges Conspiracy by Schenk’s 
Relatives Against His Wife.

Wheeling, W. Va., January 22.—That 
arguments will be begun Monday in 
the case against Mrs. Laura Farns- 
worth Schenk, charged with adminis- 
tering poison to her husband, John O. 
Schenk, was practically determined 
after a long conference today between 
Prosecutor Handlan and his assistant, 
Fred L. Maury, and the famous case 
will probably go to the jury not later 
than Wedhesday noon. 

What State Has Shown. 

The state has shown, through analy- 
sis. by expert chemists that mineral 
water which John O. Schenk drank in 
his home, and that medicine which was 
administered in his home, were charged 
with two poisons—arsenic and sugar 
of head, and that Mrs. Schenk had im- 
proper relations with another man, 
and that she had expressed a wish that 
huband would die. 

The state has produced a witness 
who swore that Mrs. Schenk offered 
$1,000 to put poison in her husband's 


' medicine after he was removed to the

hospital; that she purchased sugar of 
lead from a physician in quantity suf- 
ficient to kill a dozen men, and that 
John O. Schenk was suffering from 
arsenic and lead poisoning. 


Defense Alleges Conspiracy. 


On the other hand, the state has not 
shown that the defendant purchased 
arsenic and no evidence has been ad- 
duced to prove that Laura Farnsworth 
Schenk actually put the deadly drugs 
in the water and medicine. ‘The de- 
fense has claimed throughout that 
there was a conspiracy on the part of 
the other members of the Schenk fam- 
ily to rid themselves of the woman un- 
der trial and put on a witness to prove 
that Albert Schenk, head of the family, 
declared he would leave no stone un- 
turned to accomplish that purpose. 

Only witnesses to rebut testimony 
by the defense are to come, and no new 
evidence will be introduced during 
the day. It was declared late last 
night that Albert Schenk would be 
forced on the stand to rebut the evi- 
dence of Mrs. Jane Hedges, who 4as- 
serted that he had told of his inten- 
tions to get rid of “that woman,” and 
he will undoubtedly be subjected to a 
strenuous examination by Mr. O’Brien, 
Mrs. Schenk’s chief attorney.

With the evi- 
dence and jaw all on the side of Lori- 
mer, Senator Burrows solemnly advised 
the senate not to trim its sails to catch 
a passing breeze of applause and ac- 
clamation. “Let us see to it,” he said, 
“that no coward thought or praise or 
blame creeps into the wavering bal- 
ances in which truth is to be weighed. 
When the din anq sensation of this 
hour are forgotten, when we have left 
these seats forever, when the volume 
of our lives shall be closed, when the 
relics of these times shall be ‘gathered 
into history’s golden urn,” let there be 
found in this case a record showing 
that the American senate was calm 
firm enough, trustful enough, 
to maintain the genius, the spirit, the 
methods and the safeguards of the 
constitution as our fathers gave them 
to us.” 

Some Bribery Was Practiced. 

All lawyers concerned in the case of 
Lorimer say that some of the men who 
voted for him were bribed. The con- 
tention of the defense is that not a 
sufficient number of the members of 
the Illinois legislature were bribed to 
wipe out Lorimer’s majority. The de- 
fense further insists that the evidence 
does not show that the corruption had 
its inception with Lorimer. In fact, 
there is not a shreq of evidence, so 
far as has been disclosed, connecting 
Lorimer with the corrupt practices of 
the Illinois legislators who confessed 
to bribery. 

Little has been heard of Lorimer, 
the man, during all this tumult. He 
has attended the session daily follow- 
ing with interest the speeches made 
for and against him. On the surface 
he does not appear to be disturbed. 
He remains calm and impassive at all 
times, serene under fire and apparent- 
ly happy when a senator rises to his 
defense. 

Lorimer has been a conspicuous fig- 
ure in the public life of Washington 
for many years. He serveg a half 
dozen terms in the house. He was an 
influential man In that body. He rare- 
ly took part in debate, but was a hard 
rorker in committee. He confined his 
activities, in a measure, to measures 
bearing on the improvement of rivers 


and harbors. 


Was Friendly to Meat Packers.

Mr. Taft has a punctilious regard for 
the proprieties, taking the position 
that the executive should in no cir- 
cumstances interfere with the prerog- 
atives of the lawmaking branch of the 
government. Hiowever, Mr. Taft has

Strange lights and shadows fall upon 
William Lorimer for the time being, at 
least, a member of the senate from the 
state of Illinots. He ts a man with 
horns, or an ideal citizen according to 
the point of view of those who dissect 
his character. Lorimer is the son of 
an English clergymen, who came to 
this country when Lorimer was very 
young. The family was poor, and upon 
the death of the father William Lori- 
mer had to get out in the world and 
hustle for himself, his sisters and his 
brothers. For a few years he worked 
as a laborer in the stock yards. In a 
short time, tiring of the grind of this 
sort of work, he sought and secured 
employment as a conductor on a street 
car line in Chicago. He was the most 
popular conductor of them. A man of 
genial manners and equable tempera- 
ment he made friends rapidly, and final- 
ly, in a small way, got into politics. 
He was a born diplomat, got on well 
with the voters, and finally became a 
person of consequence in his own ward. 
The bosses of the day had to do busi- 
ness with him. Lorimer became a boss

By a vote of g to 6 the house committee on expo- 
sitions favors New Orleans. 

The struggle will now be transferred to the floor of the house, 
with the prospects of a long, hard fight before it is settled per- 
manently. 

In its unwavering indorsement of New Orleans as the logical 
site for the exposition, The Constitution has never regarded the 
issue from a sectional angle. 

Pre-eminently it is a national one! 

The people of the whole United States can reach New Orleans 
more quickly and inexpensively than San Francisco. Access to 
the canal is easier from New Orleans than from San Francisco. 
Those two cardinal points ought to settle the matter beyond all 
peradventure. 

In the meantime, New Orleans and the entire state of Louisiana 
are putting up a fight the gallantry of which should challenge the 
admiration of the entire nation. 

‘Without the ready resources of the California city, they have 
prosecuted the battle thus far successfully, and we believe the 
same fortune will follow them to the end. 

For, in the interests of the nation, rather than those of the 
south, any exposition celebrating the opening of the Panama canal 
should, logically, be held at New Orleans.

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JACK FROST AND THE BOLL WEEVIL. 


There is danger, thinks The Knoxville Sentinel, that Jack Frost 
may hypnotize several hundred thousand farmers of the southern 
states to their detriment, unless they revise their present notions. 

The premise upon which this fear is based is the jubilation that 
followed the freezing weather that recently covered all save a few 
miles of the cotton belt. In the minds of a great many planters 
the belief immediately took root that the boll weevil had been 
‘frozen out,’ and one of their worst problems solved. 

Nothing could be farther from the truth, and, as our contem- 
porary points out, the farmer who harbors this delusion is riding 
for a hard fall. 

Extremely cold weather may dispose of a few of the weevils, 
but enough will be left to begin the same old campaign of devas- 
tation the next spring. The gaps in their ranks will be hardly 
noticeable, irom a standpoint of lessened damage. 

The most sensible course is for the farmers in the districts 
already infested to turn to cultural remedies, and, in an even greater 
degree, to diversification. In Louisiana and parts of Texas, the 
weevil is proving itself a blessing in disguise by demonstrating to 
the farmers that there is money in crops other than cotton. 

It is the part of wisdom for farmers in the states yet immune 
to take counsel of the same philosophy right now, and before they 
are driven to it by the actual approach of the enemy. 

South Georgia, for instance, will be the first portion of the 
state in which the boll weevil will make its appearance. 

It will likely be in evidence within the next two years. 

The farmers of that section can get a long start toward a solu- 
tion by applying, this year, the doctrine of diversification in all its 
varied and attractive aspects.

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AN INJUNCTION AGAINST PROGRESS. 


Representative Warner has introduced a bill in the Missouri 
house of representatives prohibiting aeroplane ascensions to a 
greater height than 1,000 feet, and requiring aviators to give bond 
in $10,000 to assure that they will observe the law. Any violation 
should, he believes, be classified as attempted suicide. 

The bill is explained by the fact that Mr. Warner was a per- 
sonal friend of both Hoxsey and Ralph Johnstone, the aviators 
who held height records, and who met death within the last year. 

But aside from sentiment, the measure of Mr. Warner does not 
appeal to common sense. : 

In the first place, the two latest deaths from aviation—Hoxsev 
and Moisant—occurred through falls from heights considerably less 
than 1,000 feet, the minimum fixed in the Warner bill. 

There is no guarantee that a reckless or unfortunate aviator 
will not topple from a height of too feet, and he could be killed 
about as easily at this distance as from a descent of several times

death. No amount of legislation or reasoning will get around that 
fact. |

MAN HE SHOT 


A friendship growing out of the 
wounding of a Yankee brigadier gen- 
eral by a Confederate artilleryman at 
the siege of Charleston in the sim- 
mer of 1864 has been terminated by 
the recent death of General W. H. H. 
Davis, of Boylestown, Pa. General Da- 
vis was the union officer who was 
‘wounded, and Colonel G. W. Howard, 
of College Park, for the past quarter 
of a century, the fast friend of the 
general, the man who fired the shell 
which all but deprived the union of 
the general's services. 

The incident, as detailed by Mr. 
Howard, who has for a number of 
years held the rank of lieutenant colo- 
nel of the U. C. V.’s, is one of the 
most interesting of the thousands 
which marked the memorable strug- 
gie of half.a century ago. And the 
fact that it was more than twenty 
yeare after Colone! Howard fired the’ 
shot before he came to know the man 
he wounded adds materially to the in- 
terest which centers about the tale. 

Colonel Howard, who has large reai 
estate holdings in different sections of 
the state, and who is now spending 
his time quietly among his books and 
memories of the past, is anything but 
a poor talker, and he tells the story 
something after this manner: 

Seven Generals In One Scrap. 

“A Yankee force, led by at least 
seven generals, among them Gilmore, 
Terry, Burney, Hatch, Saxon, Shelwin- 
nifing and Davis, made a flank attack 
on Charleston by the way of* Johns 
island on July 6, 1864. The Confeder- 
ate force was small but well intrench- 
ed. At the time I was a member of 
the Washington artillery. My detach- 
ment had only two guns, however. The 
First Georgia regulars, of which Frank 
Meyers, now at the Fulton county court 
house, Was a member, was among the 
troops defending the Confederate posi- 
tion. The Thirty-second Georgia was 
aiso engaged. 

“The enemy advanced in three dou- 
ble lines, the majority of the troops 
being negroes. I was helping man one 


those advancing lines double charges

On the fourth day there was a cés- 
sation in the fighting. During the 
forenoon, however, one of our lookouts 
up in a tree called down that there 
Was a party of officers in a clump of 
trees something like three-quariers of 
a mile away.

“I had fired the piece, but thought 
nothing of it until several days liater, 
when, after the Federals had evacuat- 
ed the island, I chanced to find a 
northern newspaper which told of Gen- 
eral W. H. H. Davis’ having been 
wounded by a single shot from a Con- 
federate battery. It then dawned upon 
me that our gun was the one that had

“Something like 20 years afterwards 
Grover Cleveland was elected presi- 
dent, and I noticed in the papers that 
he appointed a certain ‘General W. H., 
H. Davis’ pension commissioner. I 
wondered if it could be the same man 
and so I wrote, asking, “Are you the 
General W. H. H. Davis who was hit 
by a shell on Johns’ island in July,

Dr. Broughton’s Views 
on Salary Battle. 


Tells Big Congregation He 
Does Not Believe in Putting 
Noblest Profession in World, 
Next to Ministers, at Foot of 
Pay Roll. 


Dr. Len G. Broughton’s views on 
the recent battle of the Atlanta Teach- 
ers’ Association for an increase in sal- 
aries of $66,000 for the year, were set 
forth last night at the Baptist Tab- 
ernacie, in a paper he had prepareg as 
a prelude to his regular sermon. 

Dr. Broughton was taken ill, how- 
ever, only a short time before the ser- 
mon was to be preached, and the paper 
was read by his assistant Rev. Mr.

people. 
Dr. Broughton’s Views. 

The paper was as follows: 

w Before preaching tonight, I want 
to speak for a little while on the 
lost fight of our public school teach- 
ers before the city council for more 
pay. And before I do so, I want to 
explain my motives. I do not, in any 
sense, expect what I say to undo 
what the council has done in this mat- 
ter. I realize that their action !s final, 
and we will all have to abide by it. 

“Nor is it my intention to adminis- 
ter a wholesale broadside rebuke to 
council. I honor those men—most_ of 
them I know personally, and cal] th 1 
my personal friends. I know them io 
be good men; men in a general way 
that we can trust to do what they 
think is best. I do not believe that 
they are in any sense wanting in loy- 
alty to the right as they see it. I be- 
lieve in this matter they have done 
what they believe to be the right thing 
under the circumstances. It has been 
no easy thing for the finance commit- 
tee to divide up the money at this 
time. The enlargement of our terri- 
tory has put a great tax upon us for 
the present. These men have desired 
to be true to thelr trust ang provide 
for al] the needs of the city as far as 
possible. They say that is why teach- 
ers have been given no more pay, and 
I believe what they say. 

A Word for Education. 

“What I have to say. therefore. 
not with the hope of changing, at this 
time, what has been done, nor to cen- 
sure the men wtho have done it, but 
to speak a word in behalf of education 
and encourage our teachers to believe 
that a better day is coming in the near 
future—a day when they will be 
awardeg pay that is just and proper. 

“As honest as I think our splendid 
finance committee and council] have 
acted (and I again want it understood 
that IT speak to their praise for their 
faithful and honest consideration of al! 
claims as far as they saw it) still, 
there are some of us who differ with 
them in this matter and we crave the 
same consideration aft thefr hands that 
we accord to them. It is purely dif- 
ference oO! opinion : 

“Everybody, council and all, will 
readily sav that our teachers are un- 
aerpaid. The question does not admit of 
debate at all bv anybody, so far as I 
know. They are paid less than other 
expert labor, even among women. They 
are paid less in Atlanta than many 
other cities of less importance. Fduca- 
tors over the country know this and 
comment on it in an unfavorable way. 
Atlanta has.suffered before the edu- 
cational world in this respect. We are 
great boasters: we hoast of everything 
but the pay we give teachers: 
of this no man boasteth, their pay 
is less than it was 39 years ago. 

The Other Improvements. 

“Tt is admitted. further, that our 
teachers would have received their 
proper pay this time but for the press- 
ing claims for the up-keep and im- 
provements of the citv. They say these 
claims are so urgent as to set aside 
the rightful! claim of the teachers: and 
here again I want to say that I appre- 
ciate the honest and hard struggle of 
these splendid men to ao the right 
thing. but again some of us differ 
with them in their conctustons. IT for 
one don’t belleve In taking Peter’s hard 
earned cash to pay even as g00d a man 
as Paul, unless Peter !s willing to the 
deal. 

“Why should our hard-worked teach- 
ers have to pay $40,000 to $60,000 to 
the improvements of the city? That is 
exactly what this action t!mposes. It 
says to the teachers: ‘You deserve it 
and we would give it vou now, but for 
these urgent demands.’ I submit that 
it looks to me much like taking blood 
money to pave our streets and make 
other improvements, and I don't be- 
Hleve it is right, and no man or set of 
men, however good, can make me see 
it.

Policy Not a Goog One. 

“Besides, I don't belleve that the 
policy is a good one. To me there is 
nothing in Atlanta at the present time 
that is so in need of help as is our 
education. The whole south is behind 
and Georgia is close to the bottom. 
We have got to put education on a 
higher plane or we are going to suffer 
more than ever. At present a public 
school teacher who has gone through 
college gets less pay than a stenogra- 
pher, many of whom only finish the 
grammar school, and some hardly that. 
This is not right. We can’t hope to 
keep up our schools at this rate. Most 
of the teaching ability will ultimately 
drift, as much has done, into other 
lines that pay more. Why, even an or- 
dinary baseball player is given twice 
the pay of an Atlanta schoo] teacher. 
I do not believe it is right. I have 
said so before, and I say so now. I 
don't believe in putting the greatest 
profession in all the world next to the 
ministry at the tail end of the payroll, 
while we wait to provide for every 
other need. 

“This is all I have to gay on the sit- 
uation and I have trieg to be fair and 
frank.”

NOT BENEFITING BY RAISE 


Of all those connected with Atlanta’s 
school system, the only one who will 
not derive any benefit from the general 
Salary increase recently granted by 
council will be Dr. Theodore Toepel, 
the man who was largely instrumental 
in bringing about the increase. 

All the other heads of departments 
have received a substantial salary 
raise, but Dr. Toepel, head of the de- 
partment of physical instruction, will 
receive but $1,400 as heretofore. 

This at first looks as though council 
had it ‘in for the dc¢.tor, but, upon 
investigation, it seems that it was an 
oversight, and council had thought 
that it had given him a raise along 
with the others. 

It happened this way: When the 
board was drawing up its financial 
budget, instead of putting down Dr. 
Toepel for an increase as had been 
done with the other department heads, 
the board proposed to create the de- 
partment of physiology and hygiene, 
and put Dr. Toepel in charge, with a 
salary of $600 a year. This, added to 
his other salary of $1,400, would have 
given him a total of $2,000. 

When the budget came up before 
council, however, that body refused to 
create the new department. Moreover, 
the councilmen did not realize that Dr. 
Toepel was not included in the other 
raises, and closed up the business

So Declares Rev. G. William 
Young, of National Anti- 
Saloon League. 

“Under the prohibition regime, Atlanta 
has become the amazement of the na- 
tion,” declared Rev. G. William Young. 
assistant general superintendent of the 
National Anti-Saloon League, at Trinity 

Methodist church last night. 

“The people of the country have been 
astonished at the growth and progress 
of this city In every way the 
licensed liquor traffic was wiped out 
by state legisiation—a growth that 
can safely be attributed in a tremen- 
dous degree to that action.” 

Dr. Young’s address to the Trinity 
congregation is the opening gun of the 
Anti-Saloon League's campain in Geor- 
fia to “keep what we have,” and to
